Mr. Cleveland Refuses to Appoint an Old 
Office Holder. 


Washington, April 5.—The fact that Mr. 
Clevelaid has been making exceptiong to 
his “no reappointment” rule has given much 
encouragement to his ex-oftice holdeva. who 
are again candidates for federal posftious. 
It was the belief that the president did not 
contemplate that strict adherence to the

IN THR BEERING SEA SQUABBLE, 


Sir Charles Russell Says He Is Sur- 
prised at the Charge. 


SAID OTHER RIGHTS WERE INVOLVED, 


The Rights of Mankind to the Open Seéa. 
He Spoke Highly of Le @ Secretary 
Blaine During the Vebate, 


Paris, April 5.—The court of arbitration i 


regarding the Behring sea resumed its 
session at 11:45 o’clock a. m. ‘The Hon.’ 
Mr. Phelps, counsel on behalf of the Unit- 
ed States; continued his argument. He: 
contended that the British supplementary 
report was {nadmissible. The admission 
of new evidence at this stage, Mr. Phelps 
said, was a great injustice to the United 
States, because it deprived the United 
States of any chance to adduce rebutting 
testimony. Mr. Phelps discoursed at 
some length on the technical meaning of 
the treaty of arbitration, and the conditions 
and methods of procedure to be followed 
under the treaty. 

Sir Charles Russell, in replying to Mr. 
Pielps in behalf of Great Britain, paid a 
tribute to the late James G. Blaine, whose 
ability, he said, wags recognized in both 
hemispheres. The court adjourned at half 
past 1 p. m. for luncheon. 

Great Britain’s Conduct Unjust. 


After luncheon, Mr. Phelps continued his 
argument for the rejection of the supple- 
mentary’ report of the Behring sea com- 
mission. His-address was interrupted sey- 
eral times by an exchange of criticisins be- 
twoen the council of the two powers. 

“If I had been guiding the policy of the 
United States,” said Mr. Phelps, “when 
Great Britain presented the counter case at 
the last minute, I would then and there have 
refused to proceed with the arbiirstion. 
Great Britain’s conduct was not only un- 
just but deeply humiliating for the United 
States.” 

Sir Richard Webster interposed the re- 
mark that Great Britain had annouuced in 
her counter case the production at o fu- 
ture date of the Behring sea commussion’s 
report. 

Mr. Phelps, in continuing, said that he 
had not been aware of this. Lhe whoie 
report, he said, was untrustworthy, for 
although preliminary investigations hud been 
made, conjoined by the British and the 
American commissioners, the reports had 
heen joined separately and the British re 
port therefore had been neither answered 
not commented upon by the United States. | 
The British report contained, moreover, a 
large amount of hearsay evidenee and 
other matters quite ubpanswerable as evi- 
dence before the court. 

Sir Chartes Russell in his reply said: that 
he had not expected such a discussion of 
the legal character of the evidence as that. 
intreduced by Mr. Phelps. He felt quite 
unprepared-for fils extraordinary- feat on 
the part of the opposing counsel. He was 
extremely gurprised that Great Britain 
should be charged with injustice in her ¢on- 
duct of the proceedings, preliminary to the 
meeting of the court. There was no inten- 
tion on the part of Great Britain to use the 
report of the Behring sea commission as 
bearing upon the question of right before 
the court. The counsel for the United 
States had attempted throughout the sit- 
tings of the tribuna] to force this matter 
upon the commissioners as if only one ques- 
tion were before them. There were, how- 
ever, other questions than those of right to 
he settled. The tribunal was dealing with 
the affairs of an open sea jin which there 
were involved other rights than those of 
Great Britain and the United States— 
namely the rights of mankind. In the mat- 
ter of Great Britain’s and America’s rights 
the arbitrators must act strictly ag judges 
in the matter of the rights of mankind. 
They must acquit themselves as just men. 

Sir Charles Ruasell then justified the 
production of the report of the Behring sea 
commission, argving from the terms of ar- 
bitration treaf¥ between the United States 
and Great Britain. If, he said, the sole 
object Of the report was to assist thé tri- 
bunal to gain information as to the regula- 
tion of the seal fisheries and to increase 
its knowledge of the practical matters at 
issue, the report must be admitted then to 
evidence under he article governing the 
procedure of the court of arbitration. Sir 
Charles Russell then read the article iu 
question and the court adjourned. Upon 
its yippee he will assume his argu- 
mem.

London, April 5.—A meeting of the Pol- 
ish Society of London was held today at 
which the proposed extradition treaty be- 
tween Russia and the United States was 
discussed in all its bearings with much 
heat and vehemency. Very heated argu- 
ments were indulged against the reported 
secret decision of the American senate to 
surrender, at the réquest of the czar, any 
Russian refugees charged with attempting 
to take the life of any members of the im-

FORCED 10 MARRY 


The Beantifal Girt Whose Downfall He 
: Caused, 


HENRY DELANEY TAKES REVENGE, 


By Getting His Friends to Attack 
the Bridal Party, 


AND THE GIRL 18 SHOT TO DEATH, 


Her Father Is Fatally Wounded—War- 
rants Out for Four Prominent 
Young Men in Kentucky. 


Morganfield, Ky., April 5.—There was a 
a highly sensational affair in this county 
last nigit and this morning. Miss Abbie 
Oliver, of Sturgis, the beautiful young 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Taylor Oliver. 
was ruineg about a year ago. Henry De 
Laney, a young drug clerk of Sturgis, was 
charged with causing her downfall. He 
denied it and both parties sought legal ad- 
vice, but no proceedings were had in court. 

Last night about 9 o’clock the mother of 
the gir] entered DeLaney’s place of busi- 
ness in Sturgis, and at the point of her pis- 
tol, forced him to accompany her to a car- 
riage outside, in which her husband and 
daughter were seated. The four drove to 
Morganfield, a distance of fifteen miles and 
a license was secured and the couple mar- 
ried. The party started home, but when at 
Teerhim, about thirteen. miles from Mor- 
ganfield, four armed men on horseback sur- 
rounded the carriage and began shooting. 
After the first shot DeLaney jumped out 
of the vehicle and ran to the attacking 
party who were supposed to be his friends 
and the firing continued. 

Miss Oliver was shot through the head 
and her father in the face and right arm. 
Mrs. Oliver, alone, escaped without a 
wound. She ran the team at full speed for 
a mile down the road and turned in at a 
farm residence. The attacking party fol- 
lowed shooting at every jump. The girl, 
who would have given birth to a child 
soon, was fatally wounded and died at 5 
o'clock this morning. Mr. Oliver is fatally 
wounded. Mrs. Oliver recognized the par- 
ty and warrants of arrest for four promi- 
nent young men are being issued. 

The families are of high standing, and 
sympathy is with the Olivers. Mobbing is 
feared, and the whole county is wild with 
excitement,

Mrs. Newman and some of the 
neighbors made the accusation, and the 
burial of the last child was stopped until 
an analysis of its stomach could be made. 
Mrs. Newman also thinks her husband tried 
to poison her. Of the six children of this 
household, three have died suddenly of 
gastric troubles, one of meningetis and two, 
it is said, of convulsions, which may have 
been the outcome of gastric troubles.

BLUE BLAZES. — 


Burning of a Bonded Warehouse in 
Loulsvilie Last Night. 


THE FLAMES FED BY THE WHISKY, 


Twelve Thousand Barrels of the 
“Ardent” Gone. 


FUMES TOO STRONG FOR THE FIREMEN. 


Thousands of Cattle in Pens Bellow Pit- 
eously During the Conflagration—In- . 
surance and Loss. 


Louisville, Ky. Apri] 5.—Bonded ware 
house No, 368, at the distilery of AF 
len-Bradley distillery company, together 
with 1,200° barrels of whisky, 
was destroyed by fire early this evening. 

At 5:45 o’clock, while four men were 
placing a barrel of whisky in one of the 
tiers of the warehouse, the head of the bar- 
rel broke and the contents ran along the 
floor to a lantern and took fire. In an in- 
stant the warehouse was in a blaze, and 
the men were forced to flee for their lives. 

Three alarms were turned in and when 
the firemen arrived the big brick warehouse 
was a roaring furnace. Barrel after bar- 
rel of whisky would explode, sending 
flames seventy-five feet up in the air. The 
fumes from the burning whisky were se 
strong that the firemen could hardly go 
close enough with the hose to throw 
streams on the flames. Time and again 
the big distillery caught fire. but the fire- 
men at the risk of their lives managed to. 
save it. 

In addition to the noise from the ex. 
plosion of the 1,200 barrels. of 
bourbon, seven thousand cattle in pens were 
bellowing and the roofs of the pens were on 
fire-several times. It took the united ef- 
forts of five fire companies to keep the pens 
from burning. 

The distillery of the Anderson-Nelson 
company caught fire, but was saved with 
but trifling damage. The Allen-Bradley 
company has headquarters in Frankfort, 
and the exact figures of the loss sustained 
cannot be lI¢arned tonight. The whisky 
wag valued at $600,000, and was owned by 
over two hundred diffcrent persons. and is 
thought to have been well covered by in- 
surance, ~Ihe warehouse, valued at 
$30,000, was/fully insured. The damage 
to the distillery is slight.

PLUNGED INTO A RIVER. 


Accident to a Freight Train in Florida, 
Three Persons Killed. 

Jacksonville, Fla., April 5.—Sonthbound 
through freight train No. 209, on the Jack- 
sonville, Tampa and Key West railway 
was wrecked at midnight. The engine 
tur ved over on Buffalo Bluff drawbridge, 
six miles below Pulatka, and plunged into 
the river, carrying six cars with it. A. C. 
Knox, engineer, of Sanford; J. H. Olmstead, 
fireman, of Birmingham, and J. A. Lewis, 
of Boston, stock man in charge of horses and 
mules bound for Harborsville in this state 
were killed. The train was composed of 
fourteen cars. Conductor Wardell was in 
charge, but escaped uninjured. 


Rallroad Auditor Drowned. 


Charleston, S. ©., April 5.—C. L. 
Martin, auditor of the Charleston, Suniter 
and Northern railroad, was drowned in the 
harbor this afternoon. He, with Colo- 
nel Knox Livingston, counsel of the road, 
was out sailing in a small boat, which was 
sailed by Frank Cahers, colored. While 
off the battery 4 flaw of wind struck the 
boat and capsized it. Livingston was 
picked up by a passing tug. Martin was 
drowned before assistance could reach him.

* WEwo Thousand Acresof Trees Near Ral- 
eigh Swept Away by the De- 
vouring Element. 


Richmond, Va., April 5.—(Special.)— 


YGreat damage has been wrought in central | 


end south Virginia during the last few days 
by forest fires, which have in many Jocali- 
ties swept over large areas. A large 
amount of property in fence building timber 
‘has been destroyed. Cattle and sheep have 
perished in the fields and two fatalities 
have been reported, while Many persons 
ave narrowly escaped awful deaths. 

One of the most disastrous of the forest 
Gres occurred uear Hanover Junction 
about twenty miles from Kichmond and 
destroyed many thousand rails alld a large 
quantity of cordwovd, several barus, etc. 
spreading consternation in many quarters. 
By it a young man named Voc Loung, 
from the neiguborhood of Concord church, 
Caroline county, lost bis life. tie went out 
from the Junction with severaj others to 
fight the fire, and it is supposed that he be- 
came overwhelmed by heat and exertion. 
His body was found last evening with eve 
rything burned off except his shves, 

Intelligence hag been received here of a 
similar accident in King Wilkam county, 
where a gentleman whose name could not 
be learned lost his lift while fighting fire 
in a broomstraw field. In Caroiine coun- 
ty St. Margaret’s Epicopal church, one of 
the most historic churches in the country, 
built long before the revolution, the bricks 
having been brought from England, was 
destroyed. Two public school houses in 
the same neighborhood were also burned. 
The heavy rains of Jast night extinguished 
nearly al] of the fire. 

The Fires Near Raleigh. 

Raleigh, N. C., April 5.—President A. 
F. Page, of the Aberdeen and West End 
railway, arrived here today and reports 
that the damage by forest fires is the 
greatest on record. In that long-leaf 
pine region the fires swept through forests 
and nearly wiped out the town of West 
End, burning three large stores with all 
their contents. Also the postoftice and 
all mails, and thousands of barrels of 
rosin. t burned 2,000 railway ties and 
60 warped the rails that trains did not 
run until today. The pines had just been 


tapped for turpentine and are destroyed 


by thousands, one man losing 2,000 acres 
of trees. Many turpentine disfillerles and 
scores of houses are destroyed. 
The losses b fire will reach 
half a million dollars in Moore and Rich- 
mond counties and over a million in the 
states.

NEWS OF THE DAY IN MACON, 


Happenings of Interest in the Central 
City—Gossip About the Peopl : 
You Know. 
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Macon, Ga., April 5.—(Special.)}-—This 
morning, at 10 oclock, Hon. R. W. Pat- 
terson, attorney for the Central railroad 
engineers, commenced his argument be- 
fore Judge Speer on the question of re- 
quiring Receiver Comer to sign a contact 
with the engineers. The courtroom was 
full of ailroad men and others, all of whom 
were greatly interested spectators. Mr. 
Patterson made a magnificent speech from 
every standpoint of view. It was argumen- 
tative, logical, ingenious, entertaining and 
exceedingly eloquent. It was an oratorical 
masterpiece, and furnished much food for 
deep consideration and reflection on the part 
of the court. Judge, Speer, as well as the 
audience, watched with deep interest Mr. 
Patterson’s lofty ride on the Pegassus of 
thought. The court seemed greatly enter- 
tained by Mr. Patterson's argument. Mr. 
Patterson spoke about two and a half 
hours. He was frequently interrupted by 
the court, who threw out suggestions for 
Mr. Patterson’s consideration in order that 
the court’s mind might be relieved, if pos- 
sible, of difficulties that rested upon it. 
Mr. Patterson adroitly availed himself of 
every hint thrown out by Judge Speer, and 
elaborated upon every idea that the court 
intimated. The whole question hinges upon 
the great point of the case, whether or not 
the receiver should be made to sign & Con- 
tract with the engineers, which they might 
not hesitate to break if circumstances at 
any time caused it to come in conflict 
with the rule of the brotherhood, which for- 
bids the engineers of one road hauling the 
cars of another road on which there is a 
strike. On tbis point the battle will be 
lost or won, and yet Judge Speer may s0 
modify this question as to harmonize both 
sides and give equal rights and satisfaction 
to the'road und to the engineers. On this 
point, Judge Speer suggested to Mr. Pat- 
terson to level his batteries and fire his 
heaviest and most constant artillery. And 
Mr. Patterson certainly did not fail to do 
so. Mr. Patterson argued that the rule 
about engineers not hauling cars should not 
figure in the contract at all. No reference 
should be made to it. That it was time to 
cross the bridge when it was reached. That 
if the engineers refused to haul the cars 
of a striking road, they could be discharged. 

hile Mr. Patterson was arguing 
on this Jiue, Judge Speer asked 
him would not the engineers 
be willing to insert in the contract that 
they would give thirty days’ notice to the 
receiver of their intention to strike or 
guit work because of their rule which for- 
bids them to haul the cars of a striking 


road. 

Mr. Patterson replied that in his opigion 
a better way woulkl be for the contract to 
state that the engineers would not quit 
work, under such circumstances, until such 
time as the court may deem, in its opinion, 
right and proper. It might not be neces- 
sary for the road to have thirty days’ 
notice. Mr. Patterson said emphatically 
that if the time was to be decided by the 
court, and not by the receiver or some 
subordinate officer, T@ would guarantee 
that no engineer who was asked to haul 
the cars of a striking road. would leave 
his post of duty until the court might pass 
upon the question of notification. 

Judge Speer stated with emphasis that 
he was the friend of labor organizations 
and believed that laboring men have rights 


and privileges that should be respected, 


and protected. The public infers from 
Judge Speer’s remarks and _  intimations 
from time to time during the hearing, that 
on the broad proposition that the engineers 
should have a contract he is thoroughly 
convinced and believes. and this same pub- 
lic. which seldom makes a mistake, thinks 
that Judged Speer believes that the contract 
should contain about everything asked @ar 
by the engineers in reference to fixed wag- 
es, seniority of service, payment for ex- 
cess of work, etc. It is generally thonght 
that the only point on which Judge Speer 
may not agree with the engineers is in 
reference to the refusal to baul cars of 
a non-striking road without adequate noti- 
fication to the receiver. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Patterson’s ar- 
gument Judge Speer annouveed that the 
question was of such great magnitude and 
importance that he would take some time 
for consideration before giving his opin- 
ion. but it was probable that he might 
render a decision pext Saturday. In the 
meantime, however, said Judge Speer. the 
old contract between the engineers and 
the road would remain of force. 

During the beautiful peforation of Mr. 
Patterson’s speech the members of the 
United States ivterstate commerce com- 
mission entered the courtroom and took 
seats and they had the pleasure of getting 
a taste of real southern oratory. 


Interstate Commerce Commission. 


Chairman W. R. Morrison, of Illinois, 
ex-Congressman Judson Clements, of Geor- 
gia, and Hon. Martin A. Knapp, of New 
York, members of the United States inter- 
state commerce conunission, arrived in 
Macon this morning and with their clerk 
registered at the Brown house.

The complaints had no attorneys, but 
presented their cause before the commis- 
sion. The railroads, however, were repre- 
sented by attorneys. 

The Louisville and Nashville was repre- 
sented by Edward Baxter; the Georgia 
Southern and F'lorida by Gustin, Guerry 
& Hall; Nashville, Chattanooga and St. 
Louis by DeMoie; the Sam road by B. P. 
Hollis and E. A. Hawkins. 

The question involved in the short and 
long haul Cordele claims that because she 
is the the junctional joint of the Sam road 
and the Georgia Southern and Florida road, 
she should have the same rates of freight 
as Macon, Albany, and Americus on grain, 
flour, coal, pig iron, etc..

Decision of Judge Coleman in the Mobile 
and Ohio Case. 


New York, April 5»—Officials of the Mo- 
bile and Qhio railroad have issued the fol- 
lowing synopsis of the elaborate decision 
handed down by Justice Coleman, of she 
supreme court of Alabama, at Moa ome 
The court has decided in the suit brought 
by Nicholas and others, against the Wer- 
mers’. Loan and Trust Company, the Mo- 
bile and Ohio railroad company, and Wil- 


liam Butler Duncan, that the oripinl agree | 
ment of the reorganization of 1596 and the 


deeds of trust issued thereunder of 1879, 
are valid and that they in no sense cort:a- 
vent public policy; that it was the mani 
fest intention of the parties. under the 
agreement of 1888, resulting in the issue of 
general mortgage bonds, to kecp alive the 
debentures deposited in. exchange. tnzivfor 
with all their rights unimgt .:, including 
‘the operations of the smking funds. By 
the agreement of 1876, the stockholders 
were parties thereto as principais and not 
as sureties, and nothing in the 1greement of 
1888 releases them from the operation of the 
agreement of 1876 and the deals of trust 
of 1879. The original bill is dismissed and 
the injunction dissolved. 


CENTRAL DIRECTORS MEET. 


They Get Together in Savannah and Talk 
Over the Situation. 


Savannah, Ga., April 5.—-(Special.)—The 
Central railroad directors held a meeting to- 
day in Receiver Comer’s office and were in 
session altogether more than five hours. 

Nothing could be learned from any of 
them in regard to what had been done, but 
Mr. Comer said tonight: “The directors 
took no important action in any matter, as 
they could not. The meeting was simply an 
advisory one, whichwas called in view of 
the fact that the directors had not been in 
session before for three months.

HEIR TO THREE MILLIONS. 


An Atlanta Policeman Invests $200in His 
Claim. 


Here is a curious tale that comes across 
the waters, the scenes of which are laid 
in Panthersville, Ga., Atlanta and London, 
England, and the characters of which are 
an Atlanta policeman, a London sharper 
and a Scotland Yard detective. 

It will be at once seen that here are the 
elements of a picturesque story. The facts 
in the case are about as might be guessed 
from the bare outline given, 

The last installment of this story was re- 
ceived ip a communication from the Scot- 
land Yard. detectives by Chief of Police 
Connolly yesterday. Receiving only the 
fina] chapter of the story the chief was nat- 
urally mystified, but he wag not long in 
gathered the facts from the first up to the 
point where his London installment chimed 
in and added the finale, 

Yesterday’s mail brought Chief Connolly 
quite a formidable looking document, post- 
marked London, England, and _bear- 
ing the sign of the famous  Scot- 
land Yard Detective agency. The 
letter enclosed a communication to 
Patrolman A, RK. Wright, of the 
Atlanta police force, a brothér of Assist- 
ant Chief of Police Wright. In an oftficial 
letter to Chief Connolly the superintendent 
of the Scotland Yard Detective bureag in- 
formed the former olficer that one William 
Lomd Scott was a humbug and a sharper, 
aud was engaged in the business of swind- 
ling people. ‘Lhe superintendent further 
recited the fact that he had received a let- 
ter of inquiry respecting the ‘aforesaid 
Seott and had had him investigated and 
had found that he would not do to trust. 

Soon after receiving the communication 
Chief Connolly sent for Partolman Wright 
atl showed him the letters he had just re 
ceived from. the fozgy capitol of €Mngland. 
Wright then laid the whole story before 
the chief. 

“I have,” said the patrolman, “been the 
victum of a clever swindler. Three years 
ago: while I was postmaster at Panthers- 
ville, Ga., 1 received a letter from a man 
singing his name ag W. S, Ross, of New 
York, asking me to send him the names of 
twenty gentlemen in the vicinity of. Pan- 
thersville. 1. sent him the names and a 
few months afterward I received a letter 
from him that surprised me no little. 

“He wrote me that he was engaged in 
proving the claims of a large number of peo- 
ple to vast estates Jeft by their ancestors, 
which were at the time being held in trust 
by the government, awaiting the rightful 
heirs. He wrote that he felt sure that I 
was an heir and he wanted to undertake the 
work of proving my claim. He was very 
well versed in the business, and said he 
had no doubt about his being able to get 
the money, I corresponded with him 
awhile, and, judging from the tone of his 
letters, I thought he was reliable. 

“After I had written several letters JT 
received one from him saying that he was 
then confident that I was one of the heirs 
to a large estate of $3,000. He wrote 
me that all that would be necessary for me 
to do to come into possession of the $3,000.,- 
OOO was to give a bond of $200, pending the 
proving of the claim, which he could easily 
effect. 

‘In our correspondence we arranged all 
the plans to. get the money and I sent him 
$200 to make the bond he said was re 
quired. I never heard of Ross after that, 
although I wrote him many letters. I re- 
ceived one letter saying that Ross was dead. 
T then gave the matter up. That was a 
little more than a year ago. Soon after 
that I received a letter from William Lord 

Scott, of No. 5 Ingersoll Place, Shepherds 
Bush, London, England. 

“Scott wrote me that he had heard of 
Ross working my case and was favorably 
impressed with the prospects. He wanted 
to take up the work where Ross had left 
off . Remembering my experience with 
Iioss I was slow to begin with this new 
man, J felt prettv sure that Ross and 
Scott were one, and that Scott had moved 
his base of operations to Tondon in order 
to work to better advantage, 

‘ast summer I gave the address to So- 
licitor Charley Hill just before he started 
to Europe, and he visited the place but 
was unable to find Scott. I then commun- 


| nicated with the Scotland Yard detectives. 


“T bave received many letters from Scott 
asking me for money. I received a letter 
only n few days ago saving that he had 
proved my claim and that I was now heir to 
$3.000.000. and all that I had to do was to 
send him a certain snm of money to com- 
plete the legal negotiations necessary to 
winding up the case. JT haven’t sent him 
any money at all, but believe he is the man 
who got the $200 out, of me.” *

The Case of Editor Myrick. 

Our Washington correspondent outlines 
a very lively effort on the part of Secre- 
tary Smith to prevent the appointment of 
Editor Bascom Myrick, of Americus, as 
consul to Berlin. | 

As Secretary Smith’s opposition to Mr. 
Myrick is said to be based on the fact 
that the latter was opposed to the nomi- 
nation of Mr. Cleveland, it may be taken 
for granted that the protest made on this 
score will not go very far with the presi- 
dent, some of whose strongest and most 
enthusiastic supporters during the cam- 
paign were among those who opposed 
his nomination, as Mr. Myrick did, not 
On account of personal reasons, but pure- 
ly olf grounds of political expediency. 

That such olajections as Secretary Smith 
is said to be urging against Mr. Myrick 
will have no weight with the p:esident 
is shown not only by the character of 
the appointments that have been already 
made, but by the declarations of Mr. 
Cleveland himself. In the appointment 
of Mr. Carlisle and Mr. Eustis, and other 
democrats who opposed Mr. Cleveland's 
nomination on grounds of expediency, 
the fact is clearly demonstrated that the 
president is standing fast by both the 
text and the spirit of the letter he wrote 
to the editor of The Constitution on the 
16th of last July. Im that letter Mr. 
Cleveland said: 

“T think the underlying principle of 
party organization is what you so ad- 
mirably express as the acceptance of the 
‘arbitrament of the national convention.’

The Gate City Bank Deposits. 

The depositors of the Gate City Na- 
tional bank are getting impatient, and 
we do not blame them. 

It does seem that there is unnecessary 
delay about getting their money out of 
this bank. The depositors are entitled 
to receive part, if not all of their money, 
and it is not doing them right to hold up 
the affairs of this bank, under protection 
of the government, to see if it can be 
opened again while so many men are 
laying out of the proper use of their 
money. Everybody would like to see 
the bank reorganized, provided the stock- 
holders themselves or new st ckhoders 
put up the cash to do so with, but to 
hold other people’s money, honestly made 
and honestly deposited, to see what can 
be done in this line, is wrong 

These men are restless under the situa- 
tion of affairs, and almost anybody else 
would be as restless, if not more than 
they are, under the circumstances. There 
is no one sentiment so unanimous as the 
fact that whatever is to be done about 
this bank, should be done at once. Over 
$500,000 worth of depositors’ money is 
locked up in this bank, and a large 
amount of money has been paid on notes 
made payable at the bank, all of which 
is now in the vaults of this company and 
entirely out of circulation. It embarrass- 
es a large number of people. Now, 
whatever may be the purpose of delay, it 
does seem that there is something wrong 
if what is there is not disposed of so as 
to relieve the bona fide holders of this 
property. 

This dissatisfaction is on the increase 
in the city, and it comes from all par- 
ties, and their friends, who are inter- 
ested directly or indirectly in the money 
so held up.

There is an air of indolence about a trip of 
this kind and a restful admonition from the 
dream-like splendor of the place, that exer- 
cises anything but a tendency to provoke an 
inclination for controversy; it makes no differ- 
ence how inviting the field or how grave the 
provocation, but happily, Mr. Halstead’s letter 
affords such abundant theme for answer that 
even the resisting conditions are overcome in

He insists that I ‘‘will have to allow for a 


little variety of opinion among piously-disposed 
democrats as to the true intent of their latest 
national platform,’’ and forthwith proceeds 
to construe the financial plank of that platform 
after the most approved republican fashion. 
If Mr. Halstead were a “plously-disposed 
democrat”? this would be very well, but we 
are disposed to accept the tender of hfs 
suggestions, valuable, no doubt, in their 
proper place, somewhat as that of a Greek 
bearing gifts; and what better evidence could 
be offered that our suspicions are not entirely 
unjustified than his own ussurance, after de- 
tailing ‘the policy that the democratic ad- 
ministration sbould pursue, that ‘‘the country 
is comforted by, and takes courage from, the 
assurance that the democratic administration 
will not—cannot now until next spring—ipter- 
fere with the republican policy of government 
that has steadily prevaiied?’’ 

Here we have the summum bonum that Mr. 
Halstead figures as the crowning glory of the 
democratic administration—the fact that ex- 
isting conditions are not to be, and cannot 
be, interfered with by the democratic party 
after its successful campaign for the over- 
throw of the very barriers which Mr. Hal- 
stead says are still to continue with us as 
the heritage of republican policy, the defeat 
of which, therefore, means nothing more than 
a political exigency in which one party is 
dropped from power and another put into do 
nothing but continue the same policy. 

If the democrats cannot interfere with the 
republican financial policy, they cannot, of 
course, disturb the statu quo of the tariff, 
nor can they interfere with the republican 
policy as it affects the long list of items which 
brought that party into disrepute and wrote 
its defeat in November. 

After all, this seems to have been a mere 
joke on the part of the people, and their mes- 
sage had no significance. They did not want 
Mr. Harrison any longer, but they wanted his 
policy, and they elected Mr. Cleveland to 
carry it out. That is the logic of Mr. Hal- 
stead’s proposition and it means this, or it 
means nothing at all. Te has, time and 
again, taunted the very suggestion of an extra 
session for remedying the very evils com- 
plained of. and now flaunts in the face of the 
people with genuine republican effrontery the 
amazing announcement “that the democratic 
administration will not uisturb existing con- 


ditions.’’ 
As the apotheosis of audacity—commend us 


to this masterstroke of the Brooklyn veteran, 
whose very dauntiessness inspires admiration. 
Six months ago he was painting with his fear- 
less pen the horrible evils involved in demo- 
cratic success, and, in an humble way, I 
endeavored, through the columns of The 
Herald, to controvert his alarming predictions. 
Now, a8 a meek and miid aocllower of the demo- 
cratic dispensation, and an earnest advocate 
of the” discharge of every obligation assumed 
by the party, I am warned, not elegantly but 
emphatically, in denying Mr. Halstead’s re- 
publican construtcoin of the financial plank, 
‘not to monkey with the manifest.’’ . 

Mr. Halstead makes much out of the omis- 

sion of the word “‘tree,’’ referring to colnage, 
from the financial plank of the Chicago plat- 
form, and holds that such action signified a 
declaration in keeping with his views con- 
cerning the coinage of both metals. It hid 
no such significance. The Chicago platform 
declares un@quivocally in favor- of the hi- 
metulli¢ standard in demanding the coinage 
of both silver and gold ‘“‘without discrimina- 
tiun aguinst either tmetal.’’ ihe insertion of 
the’ word ‘“‘free’’ was unnecessary, as the 
declaration was sufficiently emphatic without 
it. It said just what those who are in favor 
of a bimetallic standard wanted, and if the 
committee on resolutions had written a week 
it could not possibly have been more explicit. 
The plank adopted cannot by any possible 
contortion be twisted as favoring continued 
discrimination against silver, and if the 
English language is susceptible of analysis 
and the democratic administration does not 
accordingly decree in favor of the coinage of 
both wetals, “‘without discrimination against 
either,” it will prove reccreant to the trust 
placed in its hands by the people. This would 
be a very happy condition for Mr. Halstead, 
but it is not one that I care to contemplate, 
and an abiding confidence in the sincerity of 
the administration gives ample assurance that 
it will fully meet the pledge of the party, 
and in its broad declaration in favor of honest 
money the democratic party gives abundant 
assurance that it will fully protect the 
vational credit, and that, in carrying out the 
conditions prescribed for the coinage of both 
metals, the one to be treated just as the other, 
the purchasing power of every dollar will be 
just the same as that of every other dollar, 
as promised by the party platform. 
. The bimetallic standard demanded by the 
platform is the best assurance that this pledge 
will be observed, and that the “intrinsic and 
exchangeable” value of every dollar minted 
under such conditions will be the same. 

The mistike that Mr. Halstead makes is in 
his apparent supposition that it is the purpose 
of the party to coin gold and silver at the 
present market value of each, under which 
system he justly argues that the intrinsic value 
of a silver dollar is, and will continue to be, 
much less than that of a gold dollar. Correct, 
as far as he goes; but he overlooks the most 
important step in bringing about the condi- 
tion demanded by the democratic plstform. 
The parity of value is first to be established, 
and, this fixed, there must be no discrimina- 
tion in the coinage of either metal. The 
prime step in adjusting this parity should be 
to remove the present unjust and discrimi- 
nating conditions surrounding the coinage of 
silver, the demonetization of which necessarily 
lowered the standard of value and threw it 
on the market badly handicapped by proscrip- 
tive legislation. Since that time the bullion 
value, or the market value, as Mr. Halstead 
would have it, has been, of course, much less 
than that of gold, as it was intended that it 
should be, and it was for this purpose that the 
bridle was thrown around it and it was jerked 
backward and under, allowing gold, as the 
pampered pet of the money monopolists, to 
move forward with the accelerated energy 
of an enforced winner. 

To that time silver was not only at par with 
gold, but was actually ‘and often largely at a 
premium, and just as soon as it is treated 
with the justice demanded by the Chicago 
platform and given the same showing that gold 
possesses, its market value will at once in- 
crease to the point where the bullion silver 
of the present dollar will seek its level of 
value with the gold in a gold dollar, and if, 
after both metals are thus put on the same 
footing, it is found that there is still a dack 
of parity, the same can be easily established 
when the natural value of silver, unburdened 
and unencumbered by discriminating legisla- 
tion, becomes manifest. Under this condition 
if the market value of the silver now in a dol- 
lar is not at par with the gold dollar the ratio 
of discrepancy can be ascertained and parity 
fixed, which is nothing more nor less than the 
demand of the Chicago platform, on which 
the democrats woD.

Colone] James Denies the Imputation. 

Colonel James was at his desk yesterday 
morning when a Constitution reporter call- 
ed upon him and asked him for an interview 
in regard to a dispatch from Grantville 
stating that the friends of Hewlet Hall 
intimated that a deal had been made be- 
tween Colonel Rucker and Colonel James 
by which Mr. Hall got lost in the shuffle. 

“T have no disposition,” said Colonel 
James, “t appear in the newspapers for 
any explanation of anything connected 
with my appointment to the district attor- 
neyship of the Northern district of Georgia, 
and only make this statement because there 
seems to be an impression among some peo- 
ple that there was a deal between somebody 
and myself. I want to make an emphatic 
denial of this imputation; it is-absolutely 
without foundation.

“The day after I was appointed Congress- 
man Tate, of the ninth district, and 1 went 
to the department of the interior to confer 
with Secretary Smith in regar@ to matters 
foreign to the district attorneyship or the 
assistants. Soon after we went into the 
office Mr. Smith began talking about the 
assistant district attorneyship. Mr. Tate 
told Mr. Smith that he wanted him to en- 
dorse Mr. Bell fo? this position. 

Secretary Smith Interposes. 

“‘T cannot do it,’ was the reply of the 
secretary of the interior. ‘I have been to 
see the president,’ he continued, ‘and the 
attorney general and both myself and they 
think that the proper thing for you to do, 
addressing me, ‘is to tender this position 
to Mr. Rucker. I want you to endorse Mr. 
Rucker’s application.’ 

“I replied by telling Mr. Smith that it 
would be impossible for me to do so, as I 
was under obligations to the other two gen- 
tlemen for the two first positions in my of- 
fice and that I was compelled to see them 
through. We talked on for some time and 
I refused to recommend Mr. Rucker for as- 
sistant. Mr Smith then said: 

“*Mr. Rucker will be appointed anyhow.’ 

“I told him that I would investigate the 


matter and would see him the next day. 
Mr. Tate and myself then looked up the 


law and became convinced that the appoint- 
ment of an assistant could be made without 
endorsement.

A Card from Captain Ellis.

A Seventeen- Year-Old Lad on His Way to the 
Pen for a Stay of Four Years. 


This is the story of Arthur Bennett, a 
smooth-faced, bright-eyed, light-haired lad 
of seventeen years, who went so far wrong 
as to forge an order for $2, and who got a 
sentence of, four years in the coal mines for 
his offense. 

The hero of this sad little tale was 
brought to Atlanta yesterday afternoon by 
Transfer Guard Gus Starnes. He spent 
last night behind the bars of a strong cel] 
at police headquarters. and this morning 
will resume his journey to the mines, to 
which place he is en route, He will spend 
four years in the mines at hard labor and 
in stripes. 

Bennett is from Franklin, Ga.. a west 
Georgia town, and he has spent all his life 
of seventeen years, near that place. A 
few months ago he signed a gentleman's 
name to an order for $2 without being au- 
thorized to do so, and was arrested for for- 
gery. .*% 

He found no trouble in making bond after 
his arrest, but badly frightened over his 
first offense and fearing that he would re- 
ceive a heavy sentence from the court, 
Bennett skipped immediately after his bond 
wasmade. He left in a big hurry, and had 
crossed the Alabama line a few hours af- 
ter he had.peen released. Thinking that 
his legs could not carry him fast enough he 
stole a horse and buggy and resumed his 
journey westward much more rapidly than 
before. He wag not long in getting caught 
by the Alabama officers, but as the Georgia 
charge had precedence he was: brought 
back to this state and tried. Last week 
he received a sentence of four years in the 
penitentiary. After that term has expired 
he will be sent back to Alabama and turned 
over to the officers there.

He Was First in the War and Is First in 
the Hearts of His Countrymen—Foul 
Play Suspected in Washington. 


Other states than Georgia have the call 
on President Cleveland this week. ~ 

Two appointments have been looked for 
daily, but so far the expectants have been 
disappointed. The president has promised 
to place Captain Bascom Myrick, of Amer- 
icus, and Mr. B. M, Blackburn, of Atlanta. 
It has developed that a fight is being made 
on Captain Myrick by the secretary of the 
interior and this is presumed to be the rea- 
son his appointment is delayed. 

But why does the appointment of Mr. 
B. M. Blackburn hang fire? 

All Georgia is interestted in this matter. 
The state is hanging breathless on his fate, 
so to speak. He was one of the original of 
the original Cleveland men. He was a 
Cleveland man when others who were a 
Cleveland man later were for a western 
man. He was enthusiastic for the ex-pres- 
ident long before the present secretary of 
the interior called a meeting of his editorial 
and reportorial staff to decide who should be 
supported for the nomination. That meeting 
illustrated the truth of the adage that there 
is wisdom in a multitude of counsel. It was 
largely due to the forcible arguments of the 
member subsequently alluded to by the pres- 
ent secretary as ‘“‘an occasional contributor 
under the nom de plume of Idler” that Mr. 
Cleveland’s name was accepted by formal 
vote as the best candidate. 

Mr. Blackburn was the first Georgian to 
seize upon the ex-president with force and 
arms and launch him into the race for the 
nomination. He issued the first call for a 
Cleveland meeting in Atlanta last year 
and he was first in war for his candidate 
as he had been first in peace for him. It 
is fresh in the recollection of all_ how Mr. 
Blackburn resigned from his editorial po- 
sition on The Herald because his asso- 
ciate hesitated about cutting loose from every 
other possible candidate in the democratic 
party and booming Mr. Cleveland to the 
exciusion of every other leader in the party. 

Mr. Blackburn was not in the state con- 
vention which elected delegates to the Chi- 
cago convention, except as a spectator. He 
did favor, however, sending a solid delega- 
tion from Georgia to Chicago for Mr. Cleve- 
land and on that point differed from the 
present secretary in his final position, The 
delegates from this congressional district to 
that state convention chose Mr. Blackburn 
a presidential elector over the candidate of 
Mr. Smith. The fight was hard and the 


opposition from Mr. Smith was vigorous,, 


but it was overcome by a large majority of 
the delegation, who recognized Mr. Black- 
burn’s Rervices. 

In the subsequent campaign Mr. Black- 
burn went all over the state, speaking for 
Cleveland and Northen. And from his 
maiden speech at Conyers, where he bearded 
the third party’s candidate for governor 
in his own home and discomfited him, until 
the last gun was fired Mr. Blackburn la- 
bored zealously for the sunecess of the 
ticket and especially for the candidates for 
governor and president. He never alluded 
to the presidential candidate in terms of less 
veneration than as ‘‘our great chief’’ or “our 
grand leader,’’ meaning from a statesman’s 
standpoint. 

Mr. Blackburn became known all through 
the state as one of the most energetic Cleve- 
land democrats and most effective workers 
in the party. It was taken for granted that 
he would be one of the first to be recog- 
nized by Mr. Cleveland after inauguration. 
The state was with him for anything he 
wanted. When it was rumored that he 
would like the mission to Japan the promi- 
nent leaders volunteered to assist him to 
ower. 

He went on to Washington to attend the 
inauguration, but for two weeks was too 
ill to get around much. Friends: spoke to 
Mr. Cleveland and the president assured 
them that he would provide for Mr. Black- 
burn. And, of course, he will. But the 
delay seems strange. There is a theory that 
somebody is fighting him. That cannot 
prevent the president from carrying out his 
promise, but it may be the cause of the 
hitch. It is thought that perhaps the pur- 
pose of the opposition is to defer action 
until the best places are all gone. To come 
right out and ask Mr.-’Cleveland not to 
recognize a friend to whom he had promised 
& position would be the best thing that 
could be done for an applicant. The poli- 
ticians at Washington have discovered that 
Mr. Cleveland is president of these United 
States and that he does the appointing. 
He is a superb judge of human nature and 
sizes a Nan up at a glance. And when he 
once s#vs he will provide, he will do it. 
But with thousands of applicants for pre- 
ferment it is not to be expected that he can 
keep in mind even his warmest and most 
deserving friends. "Those who are near to 
him may be pushing their favorites for 
consideration and taking up all the execu- 
tive’s time. 

It is reasonable to suppose that after 
leaving his desk, and the enres of state be- 
hind and when he calls for Baby Ruth, 
some thought of a forgotten friend comes 
to his mind and he resolves to attend to it 
on the morrow. He has 10,000 things be- 
fore him for consideration when the mor- 
row comes and although he is a man witha 
great capacity for siezing the deta®s as 
well as the affairs of moment. that which 
he determined to do on the eve before, may 
not ° aged to him until another day has 
passed. 

Yesterday the president appointed a Mis- 
souri man, Thomas Crittenden, to the po- 
sition which it was hoped would come to 
the young Georgian. He was the choice of 
Georgia for consul at the City of Mexico. 
Having come away from the capital, Mr. 
Blackburn feels the fullest confidence in 
the certainty of his appointment by his 
friend. Tt may he that somebody is making 
a ficht and holding up the name of the 
Georgian for the time being fearing that 
his elevation micht dim the Inster of others 
or depreciate their influence here at home.

SHE TELLS THE STORY OF BER MISERY. 


Three Weeks Ago Sho Bought the Deadly 
Drug to End Her Life—Her Brother 
Arrived an Hour After Death. 


The feverish life of Maggie Hamilton, 
the young lady stenographer and typewrit- 
er who swallowed morphine, euded yester- 
day morning at 11 o'clock. 

A moment before she died she looked up 
be*seechingly to those who bent over her 
ang begged in husky tones to be left alone. 
“Oh, let me rest,” she begged. Suddenly 
she thought it was night and said she was 
glad. “Now I shall rest, she said, and 
died. 

Her death came at a time when there 
were many reasons for hope. She had 
been dragged out of the very jaws of 
death, and had rallied sufficiently to tell the 
story of her misery and why she wanted to 
die. With efforts almost superhuman, Dr. 
Westmoreland had brought her out of a 
stupor deep as death, and she had lived 
almost through the day. Her friends 
were hopeful; the physician was hopeful, 
and she alone was despairing as she feared 
that she was being brought back*to life. 

During the morning she revived enough 
to sit up and talk to those about her. Her 
mind had grown clear, and was entirely 
free from the influences of the drug she 
had taken in such enormous quantities. 

“Life was so wretched for me,” she said, 
“that three weeks ago I determined to end” 
it. I had lost my situation and had no im- 
mediate prospects of getting another soon. 
I had left home to earn a living and felt 
confident that I could do it, but I found my- 
self without a place, without money and 
away from home. 

“Three weeks ago I went to Avary’s drug 
store on Peachtree street and bought a 
quantity of morphine. I fully intended 
to end my life with it, but Nad no settled 
time in view- I said nothing of my purpose 
and I do not believe, any ont suspected it. 
I was not as talkative as usual, but peo 
ple attributed it to the fact that I had lost 
my place and never suspected that I had 
such a serious purpose as taking my life. 

“This week things were gloomier than they 
had been for me and I determined that my 
time had come. I had always had a perfect 
horror of suicides and 1 began the work 
of taking my life slowly. I took some mor- 
phine Monday night to try its effect. 1 did 
not take enough to hurt. The next da 
I took more. 

She never faltered in her wish to die and 
all yesterday morning she begged that they 
let her die. It was thought that she would 
get over it and those around her talked 
encouragingly to her. She would listen to 
none of them. She seemed anxious for her 
brother to come and every footfall she would 
hear in the hallway she would ask if it were 
he. She said she had no message to send 
home. She had written no letter. 

Until the last she begged them to let her 
die and when the end did finally come it 
was like a tired child falling asleep. 
half hour after they closed her eyes for the 
last time her brother, Allen Hamilton, ar- 
rived from Birmingham. He resides in 
Chattanooga, but was in the former city 
— the news of his sister’s suicide reached 

im. 

Last night the young girl’s remains were 
carried to Madison, Ind., for interment.

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The Central Trust Company Filed Two 


Petitions to That Effect—Something 


i 
The outlook is that the East Tennessee, 
Virginia and Georgia railroad, which is al- 
ready in the hands of a receiver, will soon 
be sold. 


Yesterday morning the Central Trust 
Company, of New York, through its attor- 
neys, Lucky & Sanford, of Knoxville, filed 
two bills praying for the foreclosure of 
mortgages to the amount of $11,694,000 
principal, and $1,642,350 interest. 

The two bills of complaint were filed in 
the office of the clerk of the United States 
court and as they were only filed yesterday 
morning no answer has as yet been made 
by the road, and consequently no time has 
been get for the hearing of the two peti- 
tions, 

The first bill .of complaint sets forth 
that it is for the foreclosure of the equip- 
ment and improvement mortgage of Septem- 
ber 1, 1888. About this date the East Ten- 
nessee road determined to borrow a sum of 
$6,000,000 for the purpose of replenishing 
the rolling stock and purchasing anything 
on that Jine in the way of equipping or im- 
proving the road, that might be thought 
necessary ‘ 

This exceedingly large 8um was borrowed 
on six thonsand bonds of $1,000 each, with 
the. Central Trust Company as trustee. 
The bonds bore interest at 5 per cent, the 
interest payable semi-aunually in gold coin, 
and the bonds to be redeemed in the same 
shining metal. These bonds were known 
as the East Tennessee, Virginia and Geor- 
gia Railway Company’ equipment and in- 
provement mortgage 5 per cent gold bonds. 
No interest has ever been paid on the afore- 
mentioned bonds, and upto date the 
amount due in interest alone is a million 
and a half dollars, or one-fourth of the 
amount of the issue of bonds as stated... 

The Second Bill ef Complaint. 

The second bil] of complaint is for the 
foreclosure of the general mortgage ef De 
cember 1, 1890. ‘Che amount of the bonds 
to be issued as called for was $15,000,000 
worth, but up to date there has been issued 
but little more than a third of the whole 
amount held in trust., The amount of the 
bounds issued on the general mortgage is 
30,604,000. Erincipal, and $142,350, imter- 
est. ‘These ponds were to have run fifty 
years if the interest had been kept up regu- 
iariy but on a failure to do so the bill itor 
the foreclosure of the mortgage was tiled. 

The two bills of compluint pray for the 

osure of the two mortgages amount- 
ing to nearly $15,0Ue,000 in both priacipal 
aud interesi—uo smal! sum, 
Something About the Keceivership. 


The bill for the foreclosure of the mort- 
gages will. not cause the appointment of 
any more receivers, as the Central Trust 
Company only desires to have the road 
sold out in order that its indebtedness to 
them, the Trust company, may be satistied. 
The East Tennessee road is moreover, al- 
ready in the hands of two capable receivers, 
Messrs. Henry Fink‘and Charles McGhee. 

The petition to put the Kast Tennessee 
in the hands of a receiver was filed by Sam- 
uel Thomas, who brought the bill as a 
ereditor and stockholder for himself and 
other creidtors afid stockholders of that 
road. In the petition it was set forth that 
the bonded ihdebteduess and fixed rental 
obligation of the Kast Tennessee road 
reached the sum of $56,914,000. Thomas 
also showed that the capital stock divided 
into preferred and common, was $77,070,- 
125, and that the road owed in car trust ob- 
ligations the sum of $826,740. The float- 
ing debt, which is payable on demand was 

,£60,000, with interest due on the floating 
debt in July, 1892, to the amount of $650,- 

And that of the total amount of 
Sena bonds Samuel Thomas himself, 
owned $400,000, and that he demanded his 
money and had been refused because the 
road had no funds. 

In response to the petition of Samuel 
Thomas the East Tennessee road was put 
into the hands of a receiver on the 25th of 
June by Judge Pardee, 

And now from the present outlook it 
would appear that the road will be sold out, 
lock, stock and barrel. 


RAILWAY NEWS. 


Litigation Is Piling Up on the Central in 
Every Shape. 

The suddenness of the assaults which 
have been made on the reorganization plan 
of the Central railroad. during the past 
week or ten days, is significant. Attacks 
on the plan were to be expected, but after 
the first fiurry when the plan was first put 
out, the skies cleared away and everything 
finally began to look serene. ‘Trouble was 
threatened for awhile from the Southwest- 
ern. A committee was appointed to go to 
New York and examine the situation from 
there. This committee came back and re- 
ported fayorably on the plan. Mr. Comer 
had a majority of stock aud proxies, and no 
doubt was felt about the result of the meet- 
1g to be held next week. 

dhe calm which surrounded the plan was 
suspicious but such a fierce assault was not 
looked for. That is, the public had no pre 
vious information of the attacks which have 
been made recently. ‘Ten days ago the out- 
look for the success of the plan was bright- 
er than ever before. Securities were being 
deposited in larger blocks than at any time 
before. It was perfectly natural for the 
owners of junior securities to hold off until 
the Jast minute, for they did not want to 
run the risk of being assessed for the ex- 
penses of the plan and have it fail, too. 
That would be a dead loss. 

The owners of the tripartite bonds were all 
right, but the holders of junior ponds and 
stock had Only two chances of galvation. 
If the road was sold under the hammer it 
would not bring enough for them to get 
anything. So it was accept the plan with 

or pay off the pressing debts or be 
sold out and cleaned out. ‘The first report 
that a syndicate had been formed to buy the 
tri te bonds was pronounced a bluff 
was regarded as such at first. But 
when Pat Calhoun came along with strong 
banking firms behind him offering to buy 
the bonds, the situation changed. Alex- 
ander Brown & Co. is a strong house, and it 
has other able financierg associated in the 
syndicate,

curities for some time. Somebody has been 
buying them.. xaubape the purchasers were 
members of the syndicate. A powerful and 
mysterious influence has been working be 
hiud. the scenes in the Southern railroad 
problem for a long time» That power is 
still at work.

TO BE OPENED BY THE SLATER FUND. 


There Is a Small One at Clark University, 
but*the Idea Is to Establish One 
for the South. 


The proposition to establish a manual 
school fa Genta for the benefit of the 
megro Was very generally discussed along 
Bhe streets yesterday. 

It grew. out of the article which appeared 
in yesterday’s Constitution relative to the 
Slater fund. This fund, which consists 
of a million dollars, ig in the hands of a 
board of trustees. The chairman of the 
board is a southerner of broad culture 
and acknowledged patrietism who, during 
the first adniinistration of President Cleve- 
land, was minister to the court of Spain— 
Hon. Jabez L. M. Curry. 

This prominent educator, who, by the 
‘way, is a native of this state, will probabls 
visit Georgia in the near future to ascer- 
tain the advisability of establishing a 
Grades school for the negro at this point 
er some other convenient locality in the 


south. 

According to ie terms of the will, only 
the interest on the million dollars, not a 
particle of the principle, can be applied to 
the urpose of negro education; and even 
this must be devoted to his education along 
industrial lines. No part of the sum has 
‘been, or will be, devoted to his literary 
culture. 

It was also stipulated in the last will of 
the deceased benefactor that none of the 
money should go to the erection of build- 
ings. As soon as the buildings are erect- 
ed by enterprising and philanthropic persons 
the money that is necessary is forthcoming 
from the Slater fund for the purpose of 
Bustaining and operating the instifewion. 

At Clark University. 


There is at present at Clark university 
near this city an industrial department 
which is operated by means of the Slater 
ifund. Wagons, buggies, harness, iron 
Ware and other implements are manufact- 
ured by the students, who are taught 
to become competent workmen and skilled 
artisans. 

This department has been successfully 
operated for quite a while under the super- 
Vision and management of Professor Hor- 
ton, who has that department under his 
control. 

In order to obtain the fund it was first 
mecessary to establish the plant and fully 
equip the building ready for practical opera- 
tion, Stephen Ballard, a prominent edu- 
cator, put up the building, which bears his 
name, and as soon as this was eompleted 
with its outfit ready for work the trustees 
of the Slater fund established the industrial 
department of the university. 

The sum of $5,000 was first applied to 
this school by the trustees. It was found, 
however, that with the revenue derived 
from the skilled labor which was turned 
out of the workshops that this amount was 
in excess of what was needed. 

Accordingly the yearly sum of maney 
paid to the university by the trustees was 
reduced from $5,000 to one-half that 
amount, or $2,500, as it is at present. 

An Industrial School in the South. 


Now the idea which has occurred to Mr. 

urry and which was brought out day before 
eeerem f by_ex-Governor Bullock at the 

hamber of Commerce, was to establish at 
some convenient point in the south a large 
trades school for the negro; a place at which 
he can learn to be a thorough and skillful 
workman and thus contribute more appre- 
ciably to the material growth and welfare 
of the section. 

It is necessary, however, as in the other 
cases, to establish a large plant and thor- 
oughly equip it with everything needful. 
As soon as this is accomplished the money 
that is necessary to operate it will be 
forthcoming without delay or difficulty. 

The idea is one which hag appealed to 
the favorable consideration of the best 
thinkers. Since the education of the negro 
is inevitable, why not educate him along 
practical lines and turn his gifts and his 
energies to advantage by making them serve 
the practical welfare of the community? 

As to whether it may be considered best 
to establish the school in Atlanta or not 
will have to be decided later. It is certainly 
&nperative to establish the school and to 
establish it somewhere in the south. The 
need of the section is for a large and suc- 
cessful school that will accommodate hun- 
dreds of students from the surrounding 
country, who would otherwise go into the 
professions, which are crowded, or to swel! 
the ranks of idleness, which are also ful] 

If the ‘school is established it will be a 
ora — ved Pine! south and its good 

suits will not be long in makin .em-

The growth of Atlanta’s Commercial 
Club, since the date of its organization a 
few months ago, has exceeded the antici- 
pations of any of those connected with it. 

It has now gathered into its member- 
ship the enterprising merchants and busi- 
ness men of the city, and the diversity of 
occupations and employments represented 
is one of infinite variety. 

The enthusiasm which has been mani- 
fested all along the line hus been some- 
thing out of the usual run of associations. 
‘he members have been harmonious 10 all 
of the undertakings and all of the meetings 
of the club have veen characterized by tue 
utmost cordiality. 

While it was only natural to suppose 
that an organization which was engineered 
by such men as those who took hoid of it 
during the period of its incipiency, would 
scarcely fail of accomplishment, no one had 
the hardihood to suppose that in a tew 
months it would number amongs its mem- 
bers nearly every prominent merchant in the 
city, and be broadly recognized as one of 
the most potential factors in commercial 
cirdes. 

‘Ihe reprsentative character of the as- 
sociation Was recognized to be such that 
when the idea was suggested a day or two 
ago of calling together the memberg of the 
club for the purpose of discussing the is- 
suance of county bonds, it struck nearly 
every One as a most timely and happy sug- 
gestion. The opinion of such a representa- 
tive body of thinking men must certainly 
be an interpreter of public sentiment. The 
meeting was held with a large attendance 
present, and with the gratifying result al- 
ready announced. 

At the meeting of the club on that night, 
President Oglesby took occasion to say that 
the membership of the association had been 
fixed and that after the roll had reached 
the number of 400, the further election 
of members would stop. 

There are now 341 active members en- 
rolled, which leaves a margin of only fifty- 
nine. Those who intend to join the club 
have only a short while in which to de- 
liberate, and while they are thinking over 
the matter they are running the risk of 
getting left. As soon as the limit is 
reached, the doors will be closed, so to 
speak, and under no circumstances, at least 
for the present, will the membership be in- 
creased. Death and removals from the 
city will cause vacancies, in all probability, 
but these, and especially the latter, will be 
like angels’ visits and will very rarely 
occur. 

When the limit of 400 is reached the event 
will be celebrated in a manner worthy of 
the occasion. The festivities will be such 
as to fittingly usher in the future renown 
of Atlanta’s celebrated four hundred. No 
effort and no expense will be denied to 
make the oceasion a notable and a bril- 
liant success. 

The members of the club are enthusi- 
astic. over the early celebration of this 
event. Irom the present outlook it will not 
be many days before the preparations are 
fully under way. It will be an occasion 
that will long be remembered vy those who 
are so fortunate as to be in attendance, and 
those who have failed to connect themselves 
with the club will be brought face to face 
with a realization of the truth that 
“blessings brighten as they take their 
flight.” 

ihe Commercial Club has a great work 
to perform in building up the growth of 
this city. It will entertain the rich capi- 
talist, who comes south in search of a 
place for the investment of his money, and 
will be in many ways the ‘happy instru- 
mentality of bringing about the ends of 
growth and‘development. 

It is the cordial wish of every citizen of 
Atlanta that the Commercial Club will 
continue to prosper. _

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MEETING OF THE COMMISSIONERS. 


The Wlection Will Probably Ocouron M 
- 16th, with the’ City ad 


Blection—Aan- 
_ other Meeting Next Wednesday. 


There was a meeting of the board of 
county commissioners yesterday morning 
and the time of the county election on the 
issue of bonds for the building of a new 
courthouse, a jail and a reformatory prison, 

It will take place when the city election 
Will occur on the issue of water bonds, and 
the two elections will be consolidated. 

A resolution was introduced by Mr. Col- 
lier providing for the apportionment of the 
$600,000, provided the county saw fit to 
vote for the bonds, in the following manner, 
as already anticipated in The Constitution: 

the new courthouse on the present site, 
$450,000; for the new jail, $100,000: and 
for the reformatory prison for juvenile of- 
fenders, $50,000. 

The board, as a unit, was in favor of the 
apportionment, though Mr. Hunnicutt and 
Mr. Collins objected to being bound to 
that particular site, in the event a better 
one could be secured. However, as three 
constituted a ifiajority, the resolution was 
adopted. 

The Meeting in Full. 


The meeting was called to order by the 
chairman of the board, Mr. C. W. Hunni- 
cutt, at 10:15 o'clock. All of the commis- 
sioneTs were present, and seemed to be 
ready for business. In addition to the meu- 
bers of the board. there was a large number 
of citizens from the county who were pres- 
ent for the purpese of looking after the 
fate of their petitions. 

“IT will have to leave on an early train,”’ 
said Mr. Collier, “and I will ask the board 
as a courtesy to allow me to bring a few 
special matters to your attention.” 

The privilege was very readily granted 
by the other members and Mr. Collier pro- 
ceeded: 


“4 have this resolution to offer in regard 
to the new county buildings, which is, of 
course, contingent upon the action of the 
county in voting for the issuance of the 
bonds, viz.; that the $600,000 be divided 
in the following manner: For the court- 
house to be erected on the pfesent site, 
$450,000; for the new jail, $100,000; and 
for the reformatory prison, $50,000.” 

An Objcction Is Raised. 

. “I am willing to vote for that division of 
the money,” said Mr. Collins, “but I am 
not willing to bind myself to that particular 
site. It is possible that a better one may 
be found.” 

_ 1 am inclined to agree with Mr. Col- 
lins,” said the chairman, “and 1 want it to 
go upon the record. Of course, the resolu- 
tion will be carried since a majority of the 
board are in favor of it, but l am never- 
theless opposed to it as it now stands.” 

“But it was necessary,” insisted Mr. 
Collier, “to agree upon a site before the 
question was submitted to the people. We 
have named the site out of no speciai pref- 
erence, but in order to secure the bonds, 
if such a thing is possible.”’ . 

A vote was thereupon taken on the reso- 
lution of Mr. Collier, which stood as fol- 
lows: Collier, Nelms and ‘Thompson, ayes 
3; Collins and Hunnicutt, nays, 2. 

“I have another matter to bring before the 
board in connection with this same ques- 
tion,”’ said Mr. Collier, “and that is a re- 
consideration of our action in regard to the 
nat of holding the election for the county 

nds. 


_As the attorney-was not present at~the 
time, however, the question of a reconsider- 
ation in favor of any other date, was de- 
ferred until after his arrival. 

That New Barracks Koad. 


The consideration of the new public road 
from Atlanta to ‘McPherson's barracks 
has been made the subject of a special meet- 
ing for next Wednesday. 

Captain Greenpugh was present and was 
ready to give the board such information 
as they desired in regard to the road. It 
was foreseen, however, that the discussion 
would be lengthy and for that reason it was 
thought best to defer it and to make it the 
special order for another day. 

“IT want to say that J am not in favor of 
any new roads,” said Captain Nelms, 
til after the old ones have been repaired. 
We are meeting with complaints every 
day, and we ought not to have any new 
roads if we are not able to keep up with 
the old ones.”’ 

However, the matter was made the spe- 
cial order for next Wednesday, and will 
come up at that time. 

Petitioners Present. 
_ “Has anybody any petitions to bring be- 
fore this body?” inquired Chairman Hunni- 
cutt. 

Mr. Fulton Colville thereupon stepped to 
the front and preferred a request for one of 
his clients, John Thomas, who complained 
that the city had condemned his property 
and then taken more than preperly belonged 
The matter was referred to the dis- 
trict commissioners to report back. 

“I have still another matter to present,” 
continued Mr. Colville, who seemed to be 
loaded, and drawing out of his pocket a 
lengthy document, he proceeded to read 
a petition from the property owners cf 
Hapeville. 

he petition sets up the need of a better 
road between Kast Point and that thriving 
town. It was desired to have it treated 
with rubblestone, and to make it a 
thoroughly first-class road. When Mr. Col- 
ville had fully explained his petition, and 
stated the usual argument that little work 
had been done in that locality for years, 
his remarks were ge ogee by’ Captain 
Lowe, who stated that several manufac- 
turing establishments had been located 
along the road, and it was necessary to 
improve the highway. The citizens along 
the road were, moreover, heavy tax payers. 

“The petition will take the usual course,”’ 
said the chairman. 

“T hope,” replied a citizen of Hapeville, 
“that taking the usual course doesn’t mean 
that the petition is going to be buried be- 
yond the hope of resurrection.” 

An Avenue to Grant Park. 


Colonel W. A. Hemphill was the next 
citizen who claimed the attention of the

Several years ago the 
board had refused to open the avenue to 
the park on account of the heavy expense 
that would be incurred. Several gentlemen, 
out of their own pockets, had now opened 
the street half way, and they wanted the 
county to complete it.

“Yes, sir. About half a mile the other
